Hon Grouse rend report from llio commit- 
tee on Aesimilation ol Laws. 

Hon Helmcken rose lo ark an explanation 
from the tlou.se in rolatiou lu a pair of boots. 
The House miyfit tin tin. the question of the 
n ost trivial elmruc er, but ho assured boo 
members that ii was of the most vital coriie- 
quence, nlihougli only relating to u pair ol 
boots. The boots were manulaolured in the 
city of Victoiia, and were a credit to the 
couuiry. Ho thought that Vancouver Islui.d 
was an integral part of the colony ot British 
Columbia, but when bo was told that duty 
bad beeu charged on a pair of boots. the pro- 
duce ol one suction on being curried to an- 
other, ho had much reason to doubt it. He 
wished lo learn from ihe proper authority 
wtiy the duly of §1 75, which was paid, had 
been charged. 

Hon llamley (excitedly) conceived the bon 
member lor Viciuria had been endeavoring 
to make on infinite deal out ol nothing 
Duties had nev r been charged twice except 
in one case, and then they had been at once 
returned. Ho objected lo complaints ot such 
a nature being made in suob. an improper 
manner. 

Hon Helmcken said ho bad made llio 
complaint in a proper manner; The duties 
had been charged, and ho had a perfect right 
to call the attention of t tie House to tbe cir- 
cuinslanco. 

Hon BnbBOO said the statement of the bon 
member lor Vicioria was qui: o out of order, 
and questions being brought forward iu such 
an irregular inunoer would load to endless 
discussion. 

Hon DeCosmos— The statement of the 
complaint was quite in accordance wilt) par- 
liameulary usage, as it was culling the atten- 
tion of the House to a breach of the law. 

Afier remarks Irom several hon members, 

Hon Hamley said I he subject had been 
brought lorward iu an improper manner, acd 
be declined lo give any explanation until n 
was submiited iu the usual way. 

Hon Cox hud a parcel sent to liim from 
Victoria containing a pair of boots ; bo seal 
to the boat (or it, when the duly of 81 7o 
was charged. He had no intention ol 
bringing such a irivial mutter belore the 
House. 

Hon President called the attention of 
members to the important business before 
tho House, and alter the usual lortn the 
Council went into committee of the whole 
on tho Bill to prevent the sulo of liquor io 
Indians. 

Hon De Cosmos said the bill was most ob- 
jectionable, il was almost word for word wilh 
u similar bill t.ut had been brought before 
the Legislative Assembly of Vancouver 
Island, and then objected to. It had much 
too wide a range and would apply equally to 
the trade with the Souud ; it wus not advisa- 
ble to inflict restrictions on trade, No 
farmer residing on the coast would be able tc 
proceed lo his farm befoie going to the 
Custom House: : the bill would put tho com- 
munity to serious inconvenience, he did not 
think captains of vessels would be uble to 
obtain the required bouds. 

Hon WooJ said some restriction on tbe 
sale of liquor to Indiana was absolutely 
necessary, it would prevent the shipment at 
Vicloriu, which was now carried on to a 
great extent without any one troubling- hi in-, 
sell about tho destination, He had seen tho 
vile compound being carried about the 
streets in oil tins; he denied that it would 
interfere with trade at all, tho objections lo 
the bill were merely lancilul; some bouds 
were necessary. 

Hon Suiuhgate believed tho bill lo be 
wholly impracticable, a vessel taking a lew 
gallons lor stores would require lo give 
bonds, as would also small vessels, and as in 
the lutter case it would be impossible, the 
Bill would put a slop to the trade with the 
Sound or elsewhere, 

Hon Wood said that whisky sellers had 
formed a depot on Discovery Island, where 
the Indians congregated to buy whisky, and 
the most di-gracelul scenes of riot nod 
dmnkeunesa took place. 

Hon Helmcken said the bill was utter 
madness he was only surprised that such a 
bill ehoflld bo brought belore that house. 
What were hoc. n embers a-ked to do ? to 
remedy ono evil by perpetrating another far 
worse. The bill would creete a most 
tolerable nuisance, as every bout would come 
under the eurveillunco ol Ihe Custom House 
II such an absurd lutv passtd every schooner 
or bout would have to give bonds ; it would 
ruin trade as it would be impossible lor 
some vessels to ply under such restrictions. 
'.'Tie only ell' ct would bo to cause American 
vessels to carry cargoes across the bound and 
clear Irom Port Townsend lor Silka or else 
where, merely throwing the trado inio the 
hailils of Americans, it would be productive 
of many evils without tho end desired ; it 
would ruin the trado of Victoria and drive 
the people Irom the country by depriving 
men of their livelihood. 

Hon Slump said the measure was unjust 
and unwisu. captains would be uuublo to 
procure bonds. 
.JgHon Fraoklyn said a law to do away with 
tho liquor traffic would he only a dead letter, 
a permit system might do, taking tho 
captain's personal bond. 

Hon Helmcken said lhat it was well known 
that the principal whisky selling was not on 
Vancouver Island, but on the northern coast 
prnoipally about Stiokeeb River. 

Hon DeOosmos said ihe men who now 
take the responsibility under the present law 
would do the same if the present hill was 

pussed, nance the law would bo inoperative, 
any one knowing the coast sufficiently could 
easily evade Customs surveillance; it would 
only do injury to the coasting trado. 

Hon T/Uteh thought the bill in the present 
form would einbarasa trade, and suggested 
that vessels going foreign or to Itussiun 
America should be exempt from its provi 
iocs. 

Hon Birch thought it might meet the 
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difficulty if tbe clause exempting foreign 
gting vessels was inserted. 

Hon. Helmcken would opposo tho measure- 
to tho death; tho Bill would not prevent tho 
tra flic without the expenditure of lurgn Bums 
for its suppression; tbe Americans would sup- 
ply the Indians if wo did not; they hud uo re- 
strictions. 

Hon- Trutch shoudn't regret tho Americans 
taking the trade,and thought somo restrictions 
necessary. The Americans had preventative 
laws. 

Hon. Young could not see tho difficulty that 
troubled hon. members so much; there would 
bo no harm in opening the Indian trade to 
Americans. Tho cost of punishing crime com- 
mitted in consequence of llio traliic was tar 
(treat or than the cost of means necessary 10 
prevent it. When tho Clio was at Port Rupert 
a schooner was lying thero selling liquor to 
Indians, which was very nearly productive of 
a most serious misunderstanding. If the Uw 
had allowed of tho schooner's cargo being 
seized tho danger would have been avoided. 
It would not interfere with trade to require 
every rossel to make known tho destination of 
her cargo; Captains had to go to the Custom 
House uuder any circumstunces. 

Hon. DeCosmos — A small vessol could tako 
a cargo to a dealer at Comox, resliip a porlion 
and when the whisky was got rid of could re- 
turn to Nanaitno; thus complying with tbe law 
and evading it at the same tirno; he was sure 
that tho Governor would not he in favor ot 
such a measure, and would veto it if passed; 
hn recommended postponement. 

Hon. Young said no vessel could escape if 
without a permit, in such a case a vessel 
could be stopped' 

Hon Helmcken said thero was nothing in 
the United States law to prevent tho traflic, 
and lhat iu conversation with American officers 
they stated that if any such law existed, it 
would be ineffective; hon. members were per- 
fectly mad ou this Indian liquor question, and 
he though! it mere sentimentality. Indians 
would always obtain all the liquor they wanted, 
it would only tend to injure ourselves; boats 
could only leave the harbor during office hours, 
and would require to obtain a certificate from 
the consignee to show delivery of liquor 
when they came hack. 

Hon Walkem belonged to the sentimental 
clnss, and thought the traflic should be sup- 
pressed, but believed that the present Bill 
would not answer the purpose; tho machinery 
would be too expensive and its provisions 
would cripplo trade. Ships wheu buying 
whisky bought other articles; a cauoo could 
be soized if without a clearance; the police 
necessary to suppresd the tratlic would bo too 
costly. 

On tho motion of Hon. Helmcken, tho Bill 
was postponed- 

Hon. Wulkem moved that the Governor bo 
respectfully requested to lay beloro the Council 
a'l papers and documents connected with the 
grant or lease ot the Grouso Creek flume Cu. 
He said large gran's of land had been made 
to the Williams and Grouse Creek Flume 
Companies. Tlie Williams Creek Flume Co 
had complied wilh the terms of their charter 
but the Grouse Creek Co. bad not done so. 
Through mismanagement the company had 
kept the ground unworked, thus preventing a 
number ot industrious miners obtaining profit' 
ble employment. So far as the company was 
concerned, the ground was practically aban- 
doned. The company had paid a man who 
while he was supposed to be attending to tho 
interests of the company, was absolutely as- 
sisting in breaking the charter; he knew for a 
fact that the flume was not a Bed Rock Flume, 
as it was 14 or lu feet above the Bed Rock. 
It was neither of advantage to the Company 
or the men. Ho considered that it was nec- 
essary for the Government to tio down such 
companies to llio conditions of their charter, 
and in this case none of the conditions had 
been complied with. 

Hon DeCosmos seconded the motion only 
with a view to enquire into the case as stated 
by the hun member tor Cariboo. 

Hon Birch conceived that the hon member 
for Cariboo bad not adopted tlie proper course 
in the motion ha had brought forward; if the 
papers were required, he (hon Walkem) should 
have applied to him, and ho would give him 
all tho information required. The greater 
part of the documents wero in Cariboo; none 
of the Same companies had complied with the 
terms of their charters, and for his part he did 
not see any advantage derivable from that 
kind of enterprise. 

Hon. Walkem after a few remarks withdrew 
his motion. 

The House thon went into Committee of tho 
Whole, on Ways and Moans. Hon Hull in the 
Cnuir. 

Clause K in the ordinanco relating to licenses 
was then considered, and alter some discussion 
was amended as follows : 

On owners of pack trains or freight wagons 
having more than six horses, $5 for overy six 
months. 

On owners of pack trains or freight wagons 
having less than six horses, $2 50 for every 
six months. 

On each keeper of a livery stable, $10 overy 
six months. 

An additional clause was added, imposing 
a license ou cattle dealers of $00 for every six 
months. 

The Hill to establish a standard of weights 
and measures was read a second lime. The 
IIouso then went into Committee on the 
Whole, lion Cox in the Chair Alter some 
desultory remarks from several members re- 
specting CUuso 3, the whole of tho Bill was 
passed as read. 

The House then went into Committee of 
Supply, with immediate reference to a Bill ap- 
propriating the sum of $566,658 50 for salaries 
and allowances, and for services exclusive of 
establishments. Hon. O'Reilly in the Chair. 

Hons Helmcken and DeCosmos protested 
against the Bill as not containing the specific, 
uses to which the money was to bo applied. 
The Governor might nispOSe of ttio money 
voted under each head, as ho thought fit, and 
the public was entitled lo moro detailed in- 
formation on the subject. 

Hon Birch contended that tho Bill was only 
tho necessary form required after the passing 
of the Estimates, before appropriating the 
money; that tho public was already in posses- 
sion of all the particulars, which had appeared 
in all the newspapers. 

After somo further unimportant discussion 
tho fjill was passed as read. 

After tho usual forms the IIouso went into 
Committee on Trades Licenses; hon Cox in the 
Chair. 

Hon Helmcken moved to report progress and 
Commilteo nso. 

On tho lion I'residont resuming his soat 

Hon Robson proposed the tcoond reading 
of the Homestead Bill. 

Hon Crease bad formerly opposed tho bill 
on tho ground that it was opening a way to 
Iraud. but alter discussing ihe subjoct with 
his colleagues he had considerably modified 
his viowB oo tho measure and would not op- 
pose the bill. 

Hon Wood explained tho chief features of 
tho measure, and el limed lor it an important 
position in the murch of Improvement over 
lormer treatment of debtors, and us a roal 
advuntago lo creditors, in leaving a man iIik 
means of retrieving his position and paying 
his creditors at a later period. In enso ol 
attempted fraud it would be controlled by the 
Bankruptcy laws. 

Hon ltobson culled tho attention of the 
House lo the cruelty ol allowing a mun, will, 
a helpless wife nnd children, to bo turned 
into tho street at the request of some re- 
uorsclesB creditor. He said this would have a

American Aflairs, 

Every measure that President John- 
son has recommended calculated to 
roooncilo tho conflicting elements of 
tho country and restore poaoo, has 
been voted down by a hostile Con- 
gress, and measures of their own, of a 
very difl'eront tenor, fubbtitutod. The 
last act of tho iato Congress was to 
pass a Reuonwtruetion Bili, by virtue 
of which the Southern States aro con- 
verted into -Military districts, with 
standing armies quartered and Terrix 
torial Governments established, and 
Governors appointed by tho General 
Government. As tho appointing 
power has just boon taken out of t'te 
bands of ilr Johnson and placod in 
that of tho Senate, wo may bo sure 
that nono but dyod..in«thei\vool 
lludicalo will bo chosen to direct mat* 
ters. Theso territories will not bo 
entitled to a representative in Cons 
gross until they have boon converted 
iuto States by an Actol that Congress. 
An Act already in Iopjo provides that 
no territory shall b>.- admitted into the 
Union until it has first accoidod to all 
its citizens the right of suffrage, li 
will therefore bo seen that tho South 
■will only be reconstructed" after it 
has extended tho right of suffrage to 
tho blacks. Tho Supreme Court has 
lately decided that tho passage of a 
measuro allotting tho status of any 
Slate ot tho Union, while that State is 
unrepresented by at least one member 
in the nutional Legislature, is uuoons 
stitutionul in fact and revolutionary 
in tendency. Congress 1ms, however, 
fallen ii-to a way peculiar to itsoll oi 
settling such questions, and whonevo r 
it is found tbnt a measure it deems 
advisable to pass will conflict with the 
constitution, iho fiist step taken is to 
amend that, instrument so us to allow 
tho inousuie to take effect. And as 
for tho Supremo Court, which is tho 
only nou-elcetivo body in the States, 
tho CongresMinn propose to bowl its 
Judges off tho bench, liko so many pins 
in a ninepin alloy, by passing an Act 
enabling them to " reconstruct" it to 
suit their own ends, and admit oOue 
but political iriends to seats in tho 
new Court. Congress has de- 
termined that tho South shall bo re» 
Constructed on tho Universal Sullrage 
basis, and thero is not the slightest 
hopo of President Jobuson being 
enabled successfully to resist it. lu- 
deed, if the President o-c;ipe Impeach- 
ment at the hands of Congress it will 
be " with the skin ot his teeth," and 
becauso no act that will warrant tho 
adoption of so extreino and dangerous 
a course can be brought homo to him. 
It is pleasing to observe that a com'- 
milteo of tho Thirty 'ninth Congress — 
composed entirely of political enemies 
of tho President — have reported that 
after a diligent inquiry they have been 
unable to discover that Mr Johnson has. 
boon guilty of any corrupt practices, 
and ask to bo discharged lrom further 
service. What unprejudiced person 
could fail to have confidence in Mr 
Johnson with this testimony of hi h 
political enemiet recorded in his favoi 'I 
Tho first election in tho district ol 
Columbia (tho thirty, mile square plot 
of ground in tho centre of which tho 
city of Washington stands, and over 
tho government of which Congress 
has exclusive control) Undor the l ow 
Act which ouablos negroes to volo, 
has been In Id and resulted in tho Rad- 
ical candidato lor Mayor leceiving a 
small majority of TU voles over hir. 
Competitor) who had held thooflico for 
many successive terms. The polling 
passed off quietly — tho colored voters 
being protected by a military force 
The opposition of tho Southerners to 
Universal suffrage avails little. Ten- 
nessee has permitted hor negroes to 
vote, and it is only a question ol lime 
when hor example will no followed by 
other Iato Slave Stales. The number 
of blucks is very lurgj throughout the 
South, and as do person who bore 
arms against tho Union, or who held 
otiioo under tho late Southern Confed- 
eracy, will be allowed to vote, it will 
bo icadily seen how completely the 
Southerner have lallon into Iho bands 
Ol their lute hlaves, who will hold olliee 
and direct the public ntluira of their 
old mastois boioro tho expiration ol 
two years. It needs only the conlu- 
caiion of tho property of late rebels 
.ud its distribution among tho loyal 



The thoalre was filled last evening by 
citizens who hud met upon the call of the 
Mayor to consider tho question of Confeder- 
ation. 

Ex-Mayor Lumlcy Franklin, upon motion 
of Mr Pidweli und wiih the unanimous consent 
of the meeting, took the chair and called the 
meeting to older. Mr Scolyo was chosen 
tiecretury. 

Mr Franklin briefly stated the object ol the 
assemblage, which was to consider tho ad- 
visability of this colony joining with the older 
provinces in a Confederation, and forming an 
Krnpiro having control of its own destinies. 
It was a question that required much con- 
sideration, aud he urged upon the citizens 
not to repeat the mistake made when they 
rashly consumed to unconditional union 
(applause). 

R Finluyson, E?q., rose to move the first 
resolut on, und said thut since tho year 1810 
the colony bad been struggling along under 
various forma ol Government without making 
much progress, because it was found impossi- 
ble to attract a permanent population to our 
shores. It was now sought to enlist the 
Eastern provinces ond to unite this colony to 
them. He heartily approved of thu scheme 
(applause). A grout many "people looked 
upon ihe Kooky Mountains as a great ob- 
stacle or barrier to communication with the 
East, but he woul J fay that the most pleasant 
journey he had ever had was uno that he 
had once luken lrom Canada to British Co- 
lumbia across those mountains. He hoped 
soou to see l he day when stupes would be 
running lrom Yale to Pembina (applause). 
Be thought it was a disgraoe that this Col- 
ony, of seventeen years standing, was t tier- 
ing on tho vvrgo of bankruptcy— not through 
any wu t of resources of her own, but be- 
cause the expanses of Governmeut were too 
heavy (or tho country to bear (prolonged ap- 
plause). i\ir Fin lay son here lead the first 
resolution, which was as follows— 

" That this meeting views with great 
pleasure and much satisfaction tho scheme 
which is now before the Imperial Govern 
merit for the Confederation of the Colonies of 
British North America." 

Mr Pidweli canto forward to move the 
second resolution, lie fully recognised the 
importance of the question, and did not be. 
lieve that any great good could bo accom- 
plished by any euuntry without union. He 
lully eudorsed the Confederation Bill, and 
called on ClliZens to throw usido personal 
considerations end discuss whether its adop- 
tion would not be better for iheir race und 
iheir country. The speaker then reviewed 
the condition of Canada before 'S7, and re- 
peated tho opinion of Lord Durham, who 
claimed that the extend* n of tho area ol 
political liberiy to Canadians would only rivet 
iheir loyally and devotion lo the Crown Ihe 
mure. He believed that Confederation would 
draw the colonies still closer to Mother Eng- 
land (applause). The speaker d u riie.l that 
the Confederation movement was ami- Eng- 
lish. English statesmen were getting awake, 
aud '.vere determined that every Anglo-Saxon 
should enjoy the liberty of Britons. We 
nad au urea that would swamp England and 
France some day, and we C"Uld bund up a 
greater country than either (coed of dissent 
and 'yes'). Willi Confederation we sioold 
have all the freedom ol a republic without its 
weukniss ; we should have all ihe privileges 
of Great Britain without her incumbrances 
If the Cabinet did wrong, the people could 
say, you f-han't slay there: they WonM not 
have to wait four jeers — us in the United 
States — belore (jetting them out of office 
(applause). Tie Provinces or Stales wounl 
ha\e the benefit ol all ihe mineru's, &c, ami 
every revenue suve one — the general imposl ; 
and each Province would he independent, 
except iltat the General Government would 
have a right lo do what it pleased lor thr 
general benefit. The spo.iker then proceeded ULajightor ) 
10 expatiate upon the ugricult ural resources 
of thu country, but met with some marks of 
disfavor from l tie audience. He then showed 
the advantages of Confederation in con- 
structing ihe overland railway and telegraph, 
aud reined amid applause. 

The resolution having been read a second 
time, Mr liishop asked it the movement was 
not intended lor the advancement ol the 
Hudson Bay Company ? [Applause und 
'lu.u him out"] lie oUo otjec'.td to a 
remark o; Mr Pidweli that people who had 
ome here lrom the other side of the Rocky 
Mountains hud not shown sufficient pluck, 
[Laughter und applause.) He opposed the* 
scheme, which he considered only raised lo 
benefit ihe Hudson ii\y Company. [Hisses, 
applause and " givo him a brandy cocktail "] 
I, we were nearer tho other side, we might 
b) benefitted, but it would bn madness io 
rush blindly into Confederation. He asked 
that the scheme he well grounded [Voice — 
Active's aground !'] belore :t bo ac- 



Mr Young, in explanation said, his know* 
ledge hnd been taken lrom tho sumo source as 
Dr Powoll Bad derived his information from, 
and there was not a word about Responsi- 
ble Government (oh ! and cheers.) 

The Chairman hoio read tho telegram to 
the Colonist, published elsewhere, giving 
the resolution unanimously passed in the 
Li-gislativo Council, which wus received 
with a storm of applause. 

Mr Robertson seconded Dr Powell's re- 
solution in an exeollent und tolling speech 
in favor of Confederation, pointiog out the 
means it would afford us of changing our 
present unpopular form of Government for 
ene more in keeping with Ihe spirit of the 
age — a Government by the people that would 
enable thu people to legislato for themselves 
and manage their own affairs. lie further- 
more showed how it would be tho nieuns of 
ultraeling population u'td capital; und ol 
strengthening und perpetuating the bond that 
united them to England. Hu enlarged lully 
upon the advantages that a trans-continental 
route would unfold, and believed that instead 
of severing the bond cl connection between 
the colonies und the mother countiy it witild 
be the means of cementing it, and counter- 
acting the present tendency to drift imper- 
ceptibly but surely towards annexation. He 
considered that it was with this view the 
measure met with so much encouragement 
from English statesmen. In conclusion, he 
ur»ed upon his hearers to identify themselves 
with the scheme, believing, us hu did, in u 
maxim of ftlacaulay that a country was 
always prepared for self-government; that it 
would considerably reduce the burden of 
taxation, lostor loyalty, and givo the colony 
n status it did not now possess. The learned 
gentleman was loudly applauded. 

The resolution wus put and carried by 
acclamation. 

Dr Carroll, in a few well timed remarks, 
in which he congratulated tho meeting, by 
its endorsement of the previous resolution 
and action of tho Council, in having done 
that of which they and their descendants 
would feel p.'uud, moved tho tallowing 
resolution : 

" That a delegation ol gentlemen repre- 
senting thu views of this meeting, be ap- 
pointed tu wait upon His Excellency the 
Governor respecting the loiegoing resolutions 
and respectfully to request him to take fur- 
i in r measures, either by delegation nr other- 
wise, to eecura the immediate admission ol 
the Colony iuto the Confu :racy upon u jusi 
basis." 

Mr Waddington, who was loudly clmored, 
seconded the resolution, confining himself to 
a sulject which ho has studied for some 
time — tho Overland Route. There could be- 
no connection without communication. He 
proceeded to show the feasibility of this pro- 
jected enterprise. Tho only real barriers 
ihat had presented themselves were the 
Rocky Mountains and Cascade Ranges. The 
Vermillion Fuss, which wus first thought lo 
be the must feasible one for crossing the 
Rocky Mountains, was 5000 feel high and 
was covered with from '2f> lo 27 feet of enow. 
I he Yellow Head Pass, which was only 
3630 leot high, was then found to be the 
most practicable, the ascent being ulmost 
imperceptible, lie was happy to state that the 
company for making a line of rail from Bute 
Inlet to Qursnel, miles was nearly com- 
pleted, most of the capital having been sub' 
scribed and be would add that Messr-, Gal- 
brailb, Peto and Brassey were interested in 
the undertaking, tha latter gentleman being a 
personal iriftid of his. (Cheers.) There were 
really no difficulties in the way of the under- 
taking. There was a break this side of Luke 
Superior, which was, however, not ns insur- 
mountable as his canyon at Bute Inlet. The 
real dillieullies were all this Bide. The Cas- 
cade runuo, which wus a sea of mountains, 
is divided by the Bute inlet Valley. The 
speaker doscribed the lino of road with aecu- 
rMCy, the distance available for steam travel on 
the upper Eraser by overcoming tbn difficulties 
presented by four canyons, three of which 
were but trilling obstacles, tho 170 miles that 
would curry tbe line across the Yellow-bend 
pass where the chief obstacles Were fallen trees 
to the Saskatchewan, and tho magnificent and 
fertile plains beyond that would be traversed 

to Luke Winnepeg, forming an almost natural 

highway, and the 1100 miles of splendid steam 
communication to Fort Gurry, interrupted only 
by five miles of rapids. Then thu fine 
travel to St. Paul's, which would enable 
the traveller to take rail and go lo Halifax.

Coufedcratiou Resolution Carried ! 



Nkw Westminstbr, March 18. " 

Ilolmckeu presented a petition from certain 
persons against the granting of a license (?) 

Utf Cosmos presented u petition from dry 
goods (clothing?) dealers for a uniform duty 
on dry goods of seven and a half per cent. 

llobson presented a petition from attorneys 
at Victoria praying that tho rights of barrister* 
might bo extended to them. 

Tho conimitteo on tho currency bill hnd a 
long discourso on tho circulation of llorins; it 
was ultimately struck out of the bill, -Ap- 
plause followed. Conimitteo rose. 

In conimitteo on the gold fields bill, amend- 
ments and preamble were agreed to and bill 
reported complete. 

Ways and means was adjourned. 

Tho Customs bill for tariff led to a deter- 
mined oppositi on by DeCosuios und Qelmcken 
DeOosmos characterized tho action of 
Government in relation to double duties as 
that of so many officers of banditti.

A long and interesting debate followed on 
confederation, resulting in the unanimous 
adoptiou of tho following resolution introi 
duced by Pemberton. That this council is of 
opinion that at this juncture of affairs in 
British North America east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, it is very advisable that His Rxcellency 
be respectfully requested to take such steps 
without delay as may ho deemed by him most 
udvisublo to insure tho admission of British 
Columbia into tho confederation on fair and 
equitable terms. This council being confident 
that in advising this step they nro expressing 
tho views of the colonists generally. 

Accident to the Active. 

New Westminster, March 18th — Tho. 
Active arrived uhout seven o'clock lust night 
and steamed up towards the Camp, delight- 
ing the citizens ol the Capital by firing her 
una from time to time tis sho passed along.
